The grandfather of the Auldridge clan, whose name we do not know, 
wan born In England and died there. He and hie wife, Elizabeth Till Ison 
Auldridge, an educated lady, had one eon. Villiaa Tillieon Auldridge. 

After her husband’s death, Elizabeth and her 6on. ten or twelve years old, 
came under the Indentured servant status to America. The Auldridge name 
has been spelled different ways: Aldridge, Oldrldge. 

John Johnston needed a governess to take care of his children and 
be paid the passage of Elizabeth and Villiaa to Anerica. Later John and 
Elizabeth were serried, they had no children. Elizabeth Is thought to be 
burled In Duffleld Cea. on Jerlco Road, but she 16 also thought to be 
burlod under a tree on Jerlco Road, at any rato, her nerker is In someone's 
woodshed on Jerlco Road! Tradition has tt that before Elizabeth left 
England, ohe worked in the Queen's court, Elizabeth fell in love with 
Hr. Auldridge and serried. Because eho aarrled below her social 6tatus 
she was kicked out. After her husband died the only thing left to do was 
cose to America. 

In "History of Pocahontas Co. 1981” page 215, the article on the 
Auldridge Panlly states "Villiaa T. Auldridge was born about 1750, and 
later received a land grant in 1765". This can’t be true, because in 
the 1850 census of Pocahontas County. Villiaa Auldridge gave his age as 79 
and Mary Auldridge gave her ago as 77. This would sake Vllllam being born 
about 1771. I found where In 1790 VI1lias Auldridge received a land grant 
for four hundred acres on what Is known as Auldridge Mountain, between Kill 
Point and Buckeye, Vest Virginia.

Early in Villiaa*s life he was greatly disabled by a falling tree and 
wa6 seriously crippled for life: and yet the work he and his children 
accomplished in opening up abundant hones, under difficulties, Is truly 
resarkable and worthy of special appreciation. Owing to Mr. Auldridge*s 
disabled condition, he bocamo a school teacher, and pursued that vocation 
for years, and did nuch good In that line.

After her husband's death, Elizabeth and her son, ten or twelve years old, 
came under the indentured servant status to America The Auldridge name 
has been swelled different ways: Aldridge, Oldridge 

John Johnston needed a governess to take care of his children and 
he paid the passage of Elizabeth and William to America Later John and 
Elizabeth were married, they had no children Elizabeth is thought to be 
buried in Duffield Cem on Jerico Road, but sne is also thought to be 
buried under a tree on Jerico Road, at any rate, her marker is in someone's 
woodshed on Jerico Road 1 Tradition has it that before Elizabeth left 
England, she worked in the Queen's court. Elizabeth fell in love with 
Mr Auldridge and married Because she married below her social status 
she was kicked out After her husband died the only thing left to do was 
come to America 

In "History of Pocahontas Co 1931" page 216, the article on the mD CL^ 
Auldridge Family states "William T Auldridge was born about and 

later received a land grant in 1765* This can't be true, because in 
the t850 census of Pocahontas County William Auldridge gave his age os 79 
and Mary Auldridge gave her age as 77. This would make William being born 
about 1771. I found where in 1790 William Auldridge received a land grant 
for four hundred acres or what is known as Auldridge Mountain, between Mill 
Point and Buckeye. West Virginia. 

William T Auldridge married 24 Dec 1794 to Mary Cochran, minister 
George Guthrie Mary was born about 1785, died 22 March 1856. daughter 

of Thomas Cochran, Sr and Sarah _. Her death is recorded at the 

Pocahontas County Court House, and it mentions her mother as Sarah 
William and Mary lived at Bridger’s Notch, near where James and John 
Bridger were bushwhacked by Indians in 1784 See Cochran family history, 
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Early in William's life he was greatly disabled by a falling tree and 
was seriously crippled for life: and yet the work he and his children 
accomplished in opening up abundant homes, under difficulties, is truly 
remarkable and worthy of special appreciation. Oving to Mr Auldridge's 
disabled condition, he became a school teacher, and pursued that vocation 
for years, and did much good in that line.

The first 
revelation of his strength was at a log rolling The chanpion of the 
day attempted to take young Auldridge's handspike—which was a fancy 
article of its kind. The young athlete picked up both the champion 
and the disputed handspike and laid them on the log heap, with 
apparent ease 11 Thomas and Elisabeth had three sons and three 
daughters, it is interesting to note that three of their children 
married three of Aaron Moore'i children, el, 3, and 6.

BARLOV FAMILY HISTORY 


There were Barlow's of Slubetch created 13 July 1677 and extinct before 
the year 1775. This ancient family enjoyed equestrian ranks for many 
generations prior to its being raised to the baronety. They were from 
County of Lancaster, County Herford and County of Penbrokc. Therefore it 
Is mentioned at the end of tho lineage of a Sir George Barlow who went to 
France, without any children, and the administration of his effects was in 
1774 or 1775. 

The Barlow coat of arms found in Rielstap Armorial General, states that 
the surname Barlow appears to be locational in origin, and is believed to 
be associated with the English, meaning, "one who came from Barlow near 
Manchester." Various spelling variations of Barlow are: Barlowe, Barlewe 
and perhaps Barley. (The previous article was copied fora Barlow Family 
History by Hada, that was in Richard Barlow’s possession). 

Among the worthy pioneers of our county, John Barlow, ancestor of the 
Barlow Connection, is very deserving of remembrance. He was the only son 
of Alexander Barlow, of Bath County, who was a French enigrant, and had 
married an English emigrant, who name was Barbary (Barbara), some tbtnk 
that her name could be Rausch and a Bister to Alexander Waddell's wife. 
Alexander Barlow was living in Bath County when the Revolutionary Var came 
on Entering the service of the colonies he fell in battle, according to 
authentic tradition. 

This soldier's widow married Henry Casebolt and lived at the Auldrldge 
Place on the mountain over looking Buckeye. They had children of their 
own. See Casebolt family history. 

John Barlow was born 26 Jfov. 1781, died 23 Jan. 1866, almost 85 years 
old. When he reached manhood, he found employment very readily for he was 
honest and industrious. There will always be a place for such as long os 
there remains work to be done. Alexander Vaddell, who lived on the Moore 
place near Marvin, had employed John Barlow. Young Barlow and one of the 
daughters became attached, and were married 18 Dec. 1804, married by John 
Plnnell. The engagement occurred while Martha Vaddell and John Barlow were 
getting in a supply of fire wood. It Is not often that wood is chopped and 
hauled under such pleasingly romantic circumstances. At the time of the 
marriage the groom was 25 and the bride wa6 16. 

Martha Vaddell was born 12 Jan. 1790, died 7 Oct. 1872. age 82 years. 

John and Martha Barlow began house keeping at the "Briar Patch," on 
Buckley Mountain, known as the Pyles Property. A point that comnmnds a 
very extensive view. Afterwards Nr. Barlow bought a piece of land from 
Thomas Brock, on Red Lick Mountain. Here he built up a home, reared a 
family, and spont the greater part of his married life. 




July 163d John Barlow located 35 acres of land in the forks of Stony 
Creek Including the land that was left out of a survey he made in 1815. 

And ia bounded by the same lines Johnny Xoore and the plated line which 
shuld off the same by virtue of part of a warrant for 2,000 acres. 

The Barlow home on the Red Lick Mountain was constructed of hand hewn 
logo and stood two stories high. It is said that as the family grew and 
was necessary that John build a second Identical hone and they were 
connected by a dog trot (today's breezo-way) The homo waa situated about 
half way up the nountaln and today the site can he reached only by 
traveling on foot or four wheel drive Ro doubt at the time John and 
Martha lived there, a path led down the mountain. 

* It is worthy of mention that when John Barlow bought the Brock land 
he paid for It in venison at fifty cents a saddle or pair. Mr. Barlow 
estimated the number of deer killed by him at fifteen hundred. On the 
nor.t lucky day of all his hunting career he killed six deer and wounded 
the seventy. He never kept count of the bear®, panthers, wildcats, 
turkeys, and foxes shot by himself. The elk and buffalo were virtually 
exterminated before his hunting days. 

John Barlow was one of the original meaboro of the Hamlin Chapel. 

The construction of the church was dono by the nenbers of tho church. 

John Barlow and John Auldrldge hewed all the logs and notched and fitted 
the corners at the tine the building was raised. 

During hi6 last days, while kept at home and out of the woods by the 
infirmities of age. our old friend wa6 asked if he would like to live his 
life over again. He replied: M I have no wish to live my life over again, 
but there Is one thing I would like to do, and that 1® to have one more 
good bear hunt on Red Lick Mountain."

BARLOW FAMILY HISTORY 


There were Barlow's of Slubetch created 13 July 1677 and extinct before 
the year 1775 This ancient family enjoyed equestrian ranks for many 
generations prior to its being raised to the baronety They were from 
County of Lancaster, County Herford and County of Penbroke. Therefore it 
is mentioned at the end of the lineage of a Sir George Barlow who went to 
France, without any children, and the administration of his effects was in 
1774 or 1775 

The Barlow coat of arms found In Rielstap Armorial General, states that 
the surname Barlow appears to be locational in origin, and is believed to 
be associated with the English, eeaning, "one who came from Barlow near 
Manchester." Various spelling variations of Barlow are: Barlowe, Barlewe 
and perhaps Barley (The previous article was copied form Barlow Family 
History by Nsda. that was in Richard Barlow's possession) 

Among the worthy pioneers of our county, John Barlow, ancestor of the 
Barlow Connection, is very deserving of remembrance He was the only son 
of Alexander Barlow, of Bath County, who was a French emigrant, and had 
married an English emigrant, who name was Barbary (Barbara), some •think 
that her name could be Rausch and a sister to Alexander Waddell’s wife 
Alexander Barlow was living in Bath County when the Revolutionary War came 
on. Entering the service of the colonies he fell in battle, according Vo 
authentic tradition. 

This soldier's widow married Henry Casebolt and lived at the Auldridge 
Place on the mountain over looking Buckeye. They had children of their 
own See Casebolt family history 

John Barlow was born 26 Nov 1781, died 23 Jan 1866, almost 85 years 
old When he reached manhood, he found employment very readily for he was 
honest and industrious There will always be a place for such as long as 
there remains work to be done Alexander Waddell, who lived on the Moore 
place near Marvin, had employed John Barlow Young Barlow and one of the 
daughters became attached, and were married 18 Dec 1804. married by John 
Pinnell The engagement occurred while Martha Waddell and John Barlow were 
getting in a supply of fire wood It is not often that wood is chopped and 
hauled under such pleasingly romantic circumstances At the time of the 
marriage the groom was 25 and the bride was 16 

MarthB Waddell was born 12 Jen 1790, died 7 Oct 1872. age 82 years 

John and Martha Barlow began house keeping at the “Briar Patch," on 
Buckley Mountain, known as the Pyles Property A point that commands a 
very extensive view Afterwards Mr Barlow bought a piece of land from 
Thomas Brock, on Red Lick Mountain Here he built up a home, reared a 
family, and spent the greater part of his married life 



July 1838 John Barlow located 35 acres of land in the forks of Stony 
Creek including the land that was left out of * survey he made in 1815 
And is bounded by the same lines Johnny Moore and the plated line which 
shuid off the same by virtue of part of a warrant for 2.000 acres 


The Barlow home on the Red Lick Mountain was constructed of hand hewn 
logs and stood two stories high It is said that as the family grew and 
was necessary that John build a second identical hoi»e and they were 
connected by a dog trot (today's breeze-way) The home was situated about 
half way up the mountain and today the site can be reached only by 
traveling on foot or four wheel drive Mo doubt at the time John and 
Martha lived there, a path led down the mountain 


It is worthy of mention that when John Barlow bought the Brock land 
he paid for it in venison at fifty cents a saddle or pair Mr Barlow 
estimated the number of deer killed by him at fifteen hundred On the 
most lucky day of all his hunting career he killed six deer and wounded 
the seventy. He never kept count of the bears, panthers, wildcats, 
turkeys, and foxes shot by himself The elk and buffalo were virtually 
exterminated before his hunting days. 


John Barlow was one of the original members of the Hamlin Chapel 
The construction of the church was done by the members of the church 
John Barlow and John Auldridge hewed all the logs and notched and fitted 
the corners at the time the building was raised 


During his last days, while kept at home and out of the woods by the 
infirmities of age, our old friend was asked if he would like to live his 
life over again He replied: "1 have no wish to live my life over again, 
^ but there is one thing I would like to do. and that is to have one more

BARLOW FAMILY HISTORY 


There were Barlows of Slubetcb created 13 July 1677 and extinct before 
the year 1775. This ancient family enjoyed equestrian rants for many 
generations prior to its being raised to the baronety They were from 
County of Lancaster, County Herford and County of Penbroke Therefore it 
is mentioned at the end of the lineage of a Sir George Barlow who went to 
France, without any children, and the administration of his effects was in 
1774 or 1775 

The Barlow coat of arms found in Rielstap Armorial General, states that 
the surname Barlow appears to be locational in origin, and is believed to 
be associated with the English, meaning, “one who came from Barlow near 
Manchester " Various spelling variations of Barlow are: Barlowe. Barlewe 
and perhaps Barley (The previous article was copied form Barlow Family 
History by Nada, that was in Richard Barlow's possession). 

Among the worthy pioneers of our county, John Barlow, ancestor of the 
Barlow Connection, is very deserving of remembrance He was the only son 
of Alexander Barlow, of Bath County, who was a French emigrant, and had 
married an English emigrant , who name was Barbary (Barbara), some “think 
that her name could be Rausch and a si%ter to Alexander Waddell’s wife 
Alexander Barlow was living in Bath County when the Revolutionary War came 
on. Entering the service of the colonies he fell in battle, according to 
authentic tradition. 

This soldier’s widow married Henry Casebolt and lived at the Auldridge 
Place on the mountain over looking Buckeye They had children of their 
own See Casebolt family history 

John Barlow was born 26 Mov 1781, died 23 Jan 1866, almost 85 years 
old When he reached manhood, he found employment very readily for he was 
honest and industrious. There will always be a place for such as long as 
there remains work to be done Alexander Waddell, who lived on the Moore 
place near Marvin, had employed John Barlow Young Barlow and one of the 
daughters became attached, and were married 18 Dec 1804, married by John 
Pinnel1 The engagement occurred while Martha Waddell and John Barlow were 
getting in a supply of fire wood It is not often that wood is chopped and 
hauled under such pleasingly romantic circumstances At the time of the 
marriage the groom was 25 and the bride was 16 

Martha Waddell was born 12 Jan 1790, died 7 Oct 1872, age 82 years 

John and Martha Barlow began house keeping at the “Briar Patch,” on 
Buckley Mountain, known as the Pyles Property A point that commands a 
very extensive view Afterwards Mr Barlow bought a piece of land from 
Thomas Brock, on Red Lick Mountain Here he built up a home, reared a 
family, and spent the greater part of his married life

July 1838 John Barlow located 35 acres of land in the forks of Stony 
Creek including the land that was left out of a survey he made in 1815. 
And is bounded by the same lines Johnny Moore and the plated line which 
thuld off the same t*y virtue of part of a warrant for 2,000 acres 


The Barlow home on the Red Lick Mountain was constructed of hand hewn 
logs and stood two stories high It is said that as the family grew and 
was necessary that John build a second identical home and they were 
connected by a dog trot (today’s breeze-way) The how,* was situated about 
half way up the mountain and today the site car. be reached only by 
traveling on foot or four wheel drive. No doubt at the time John and 
Martha lived there, a path led down the mountain 


It is worthy of mention that when John Barlow bought the Brock land 
he paid for it in venison at fifty cents a saddle or pair Mr, Barlow 
estimated the number of deer killed by him at fifteen hundred On the 
most lucky day of all his hunting career he killed six deer and wcunded 
the seventy He never kept count of the bears, panthers, wildcats, 
turkeys, and foxes shot by himself. The elk and buffalo were virtually 
exterminated before his hunting days 


John Barlow was one of the original members of the Hamlin Chapel 
The construction of the church was done by the members of the church 
John Barlow and John Auldridge hewed all the logs and notched and fitted 
the corners at the time the building was raised 


During his last days, while kept at home and out of the woods by the 
infirmities of age, our old friend was asked if he would like to live his 
life over again He replied: "1 have no wish to live my life over again, 
but there is one thing I would like to do, and that is to have one more 
good bear hunt on Red Lick Mountain M

The Brown relationship trace their ancestry to Joseph Brown.

In tho Var of 1812 Joslah Brown was drafted for service at 
Norfolk, Virginia. John Brown a younger brother, being 
unmarried, volunteered in his brother’s place and was 
accepted, and was ordered to report for service at Varm 
Springs. Virginia. John seems to have been a very religious 
youth. On the evening before his departure for the seat of 
the war, he came over to his brother Josiah’s to bid them all 
farewell and have one more season of prayer ad supplication. 
Then as he went away over the fields he was heard 6lnging, 
"When I can road my title clear." This was the last he was 
ever see or heard of by his brother Joslah's family, as ho 
never came back from tho war. 

The history of Joelah Brown was one of the humble toil 
and self-sacrifice for the good of hla family. In the course 
of his life he endured great personal suffering and 
afflictions.

BROWN FAMILY HISTORY 


The Brown relationship trace their ancestry to Joseph Brown, 

whose wife was Hannah K'Afferty, which are our _ great 

grandparents. They lived a few years in Bath County, Virginia on 
the Bull Pasture, then removed and settled on land which was owned 
for years by the Kann family in the 1900's, near Edray. In the 
1900's you could see some fruit trees and a fine spring that 
indicated the spot where they lived, about throa-fourths of a 
miles east of the Mann residence. Mr. Brown died a few years 
after settling here, but was survived by his widow for many years. 
She became blind, and remained so for twenty years. A few years 
before her decease, Mrs. Brown recovered her sight as quickly as 
she had lost it, and could count chickens and geese at forty yards 
away.

In the War of 1812 Joslah Brown wan drafted for service at 
Norfolk, Virginia. John Brown a younger brother, being 
unmarried, volunteered In his brother’s place and won 
accepted, and was ordered to report for service at War is 
Springs, Virginia. John seems to have been a very religious 
youth. On the evening before his departure for the seat of 
the war, he came over to his brother Joslah's to bid them all 
farewell and have one more season of prayer ad supplication. 
Then a9 he went away over the fields he was heard r.lnglng, 
"When I can read my title clear." This was the last he waa 
ever see or heard of by his brother Joslah'a family, aa he 
never came back from the war.

The Burgess nano has been spelled different ways over the past two 
hundred year6 - Boggacc Boggoss, Burgle, and Burgess. All information 
used has been taken from Historical Sketches of Pocahontas County by V.T. 
Price, 1901, Pocahontas County Clerk’s office records: marriage, land, 
births, deaths. Sane for Bath County. 

For the past two hundred years the Burgess name has been a familiar one 

in Pocahontas County. The flrmt Burgees, John Burgess, I, <our _ great 

grandfather), was a native of Ireland. He was a weaver by occupation and 
before the year 1755 settled near Albany, low York, where he diligently 
plied hie vocation. It is more than probable that his loon wove the 
blanket which hie son, John Burgess, 11, used in the Revolutionary Var, 
and some of the neighbor soldiers were clothed in material prepared by his 
industrious hands. 


The name of John Burgess’s wife or her family are not remembered. 

There were four daughters and two sons:

JOHN BUKO ESS, II FAMILY HISTORY 
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John Burgess, II, born at least 1755 near Albany. Sew York. He claimed 
to have been a Revolutionary War soldier and served in the artillery, and 
was one of the first to enlist and the last to be disbanded of the Sew York 
Continental Troops. While we have in hand no positive information to this 
effect, yet there Is such reason for believing that John Burgee wa6 at the 
surrender of General Burgoyne. 

John Burgess serried a Miss Kelley, of lew York, and soon after the 
Revolutionary Var they soved to Harrisonburg. Virginia. Later about 1798 
Johq and his family settled in Pocahontas County. When his daughter Nancy 
married in 1811 to Villlam Kayee, on her marriage bond, it lists her father 
as moving to Ohio and her brother John Burgess, Ill giving permission for 
her to mirry. I have no proof as of yet but I believe that he nay have 
settled in Gallia County, Ohio. Gallia County was set aside and land wan 
given to men who had been in the Revolutionary Var.

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John Burgees, III, was born n«or Albany, New York In 1778. He case 
to Harrisonburg, Virginia with his parents and family when he was a mere 
child. <A6 of now there 1 b no information as to where hi6 brothers and 
sisters were born>. From Harrisonburg, his family came to the Little 
Levels area In 1798. 

He was a carpenter by occupation. For aany years he made must of tho 
coffins that were used in the lower half of Pocahontas County. He did the 
carpenter work on the dwelling occupied for many years by the late George 
V. Poage. 

In 1803 he received 100 acres in a land grant, on Locust Creek.

John Burgess, III, married twice. 

His second wife was our _ great grandmother. 

First wife - 8 March 1803 to Sarah "Susan" Casebolt, the minister was 
John Plnnell, the marriage was recorded at Bath County, 
witnesses were Grlffeth Evens and Asehel Casebolt. She 
may have been the daughter of Barbary and Henry Casebolt. 
John and Susan lived near Mill Point. 

John Burgees, III was drafted into the military service during the Var 
of 1812, but owing to the critical state of his wife Susan's health, he wn6 
permitted to put In a substitute, and remain with bla wife and family. 

(The substitute 16 not known as of now). He thu6 escaped the suffering 
privation which caused the death of many of the mountain people during the 
notable defense of Norfolk vicinity that was planned to shield Richmond 
from British invasion and depredation. Susan soon died about 1813. 

After her death, John Burgess, III moved to tho mountain farm west of 
the head of Swago Creek. In 1981 Pocahontas County History It states "John 
Burgess owned over 1,339 acres on the head waters of Vi 11 lass River”. 

*** Second wife - 27 July 1820 to Hannah Nclair, the sinister was Joelah 
Cole, and the marriage was recorded at Augusta County 
Courthouse. She was the daughter of Daniel and 
Elizabeth McNair, from the vicinity of Churcbville, 
Virginia.
